Borgkong has been hiving weather, which 
appears delightful to those who are not con- 
cerned by the issue at stake. Shower has been 
alternating with sunshine; hot days with close, 
depressive nights, But the theatre has offered 
inducements t+ those who preferred tight 
enjoyments to heavy evenings. Yesterday was 
fixed for the first appearance in Hongkong of 
Fanny Stanley's Comic Opera’ and Dramati 
Company ; but rnatters climatic were unfavour- 
able: rain swept the streets and nobody 
appeared anxious lo weather the storm.

"he play opens with a cheerful village festival 
in which cighteen century peasantsare gathered 
ata May festivity. Amongst them appear the 
squire’s daughter, Dorothy Bantam, and her 
cousin, Lydia Hawthorne, both dressed as 
village maidens. These young ladies discuss 
the squire’s determination to mary Dorothy 
to ber cousin Geoffrey Wilder, a gentleman 
she has never seen, and is perfectly cer 
tain she will detest, Soon afer, two 
young ‘bloods’ put in an appearance, and 
prove to be none other than Geoffrey Wilder, 
and Harty Sherwood, They are pursued by 
the Sheriffs officer for a claim of £84, and 
compliance with the squire's matrimonial, pro- 
posals is the only appatent means of satisfying 
the demands of the law. The two village 
maidens are taken into the secrel, and very 
soon after Geoffrey has exchanged rings with 
Dorothy and Harry with Lydia. ‘The sheriff's

and arrests Wilder for debt. ‘The villagers 
come to the rescue, and after he has received a 
rough handling from all concerned, promises 
to help the young bucks out of their 
difficully, Act opens with a well-mounted 
scene in the reception rooms of Chanticleer 
Hall, the manor house of the squ.re, A large 
party has assembled, and Lurcher enters as the 
private secretary of his Grace the Duke of 
Berkshire, for whom he craves hospitality, his 
master having met with some mishap on the 


.| road. The necessary invitation, is given and 


in walks Geoffrey and Harry, who pose as the 
distinguished travellers, The minuet then 
proceeds, led by Lady Betty, the great dame of 
the country side. Then follows excellent by- 
play, onthe part of Dorathy and Lydia, whose 
identity with the village maidens is not recog- 
nised by the travellers, Complications arise, 
Lurcher gets druok, and eventually silence 
reigns supreme. [n the night this isbroken by 
the singing of “ Queen of my heart," at bis mis- 
trass’s door, by Harry Sherwood. Lurcher turns 
Up and raises an alarm, with the result that, in 
the confusion, the squire is seized, and the 
duke's jewel box is declared to have been 
stolen, The squire offers to restore its value, 
which is given at £84, the exact amount of the 
debt, which is at once made over to the sheriff’s 
officer, The last Act opens at the round cop: 
pice, a pretty scene in which Dorathy and 
Lydia reappear disguised as dandies, who 
have challenged Geoffrey and Sherwood to 
fight them. The ladies’ courage fails them at 
the moment of the contest; the squire spats 
what has happened and relents, and the piece 
closes happily for everybody, 

Miss Dolly Childs plays-Dorothy, and is 
undoubtedly the most suited af the artists 
for the part, but while having a contro! 
of manner she appears to lack confidence 
in her singing which, in the case of solos, 
was directed to the footlights with a result 
that she was not. heard with distinctness, 
The part of Lydia Haruthorne was taken by 
Miss Fanny Stanley, who throws herself into 
the character and gives a spark of vitality to the 
production. The principal village maiden Phyllis 
Tuppittis an important character in the piece: 
and Miss Flo, Nightingale took the part, and 
certainly did her level best to brightenthe play. 
The widow, Mrs, Privette, who is the subject 
of Lurcher's incbriated attentions, has a diffi- 
cuit rdie, but Miss De Croisette fills it pretty 
well, and certainly creates merriment when she 
Appears. Mr. Edwio Phillips, in the character 
of the wayward nephew, was not a strong link 
in the'cast. His tenor voice was almost lost, 
and hisacting did not appear well suited to 
musical comedy. He is pethaps best in his 
stilted graciousness asthe pseudo-duke, Harry 
Sherwood is played by Mr. Frank Peachey, 
whose rendering of “Queen of my Heart” is 
distinctly good. He certainly looks the part 
and is copital at times, Lady Betty istaken by 
“Miss Talbot and Squire Bantam by Mr. Harry 
Neville, while the part of the inn-keeper, John 
“Tufpitt is amusingly sustained by Mr, W. H.

“Ia the Supreme Court yesterday, the Acting 
Puisne Judge, His Honour Mr. T, Sercombe 
smith, commenced the hearing of an-action 
brought by Joseph Heureux and Company, of 
London, against Paul Lemaire and Company, 
merchan{s, of Hongkong, for compensation for 
damages sustained under a contract entered 
injo by the plaintiffs for the delivery of 1,000 
cases of tin plates, The amount claimed was 
$333. my 

Mr. E. J. Grist appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr, Hall Brutton for the defendant. 

Thismoraing his Honour deliveredjudgment. 
He said: This is an action brought by Joseph 
Heureux of rot, Leadenhall Street, London, 
€.C, England, merchant, against P. Lemaire 
and Co., of 1§, Queen’s Road Central, in thjs 
Colony, claiming’ $333 a8 damages for breach 
of contract for'the purchase of 1,000 cases of tin 
plates at 12/7 a case. At the trial the plaintiff 
failed to prove that he had sustained the 
damages claimed or uny portion thereof, and 
asked that the further hearing should be 
postponed to allow of the issue of a commis. 
sion to'take evidence in England on the point 
of damages. But at the suggestion of the 
Court,8the case was preceeded with because 
the defendant might have defences which 
would absolve him from liability and render 
the taking of evidence on commission unneces- 
sary. No question is raised by the.status of 
the plaintiff as a foreign principal, because the 
parties were in direct communication with one 
another thr ughout, T... alleged contract of 
which a breach is now sued upon is said to 
have arisen upon the following correspondence. 
~-(A) Telegram, 23 Septeinber, 1903, Lemaite 
to Heureux, London. Please quote lowest 
quotations tooo ¢]- Tin Plates 14 by 20—100 
Ibs, 112 sheets, (B) Telegram, 22 September, 
1903, Heurexx, London, to Lemaire.

THE INDIAN MURDER CASE

FURTHER PARTICULARS, 


Writing from Canton yesterday evening, our 
tepresentative informs us that’ the trial of 
Abdul Khalik, who is accused of murdering 
a Co-religionist, named Mahommed Jemal, at 
Sainam, on March 2gth, has had to be post- 
poned until Tuesday next, owing to the dis- 
Appearance of an important witness who, it was 
alleged, had left the district and taken passage 
for Japan. Inquiries were instituted with the 
results that his whereabouts> were discovered 
and he will be brought forward at the trial to 
give his evidence, It appears that deceased 
and prisoner were engaged as watchmen on 
the railway construction. works from Fatshan to 
Samshui, and had been in the habit-of sharing 
the samo bedroom, To alt outward appearances 
they were the best offriends, and none ofthe em- 
ployés on the railroad had the slightest idea that 
any trouble was likely to arise. Onthe night of 
March 23rd the men aré'alleged tohave retired, 
and early in the next morning Mahommed. 
Jemal was found dead in bed with a bullet 
wound in his head. There were no signs of a 
Struggle in the room, but a significant fact was 
noted—Abdul Khalik was missing, suspicion 
pointed to him as being the Perpélrator of the 
deed, especially asit was alleged'that he was 
the possessor of a revolver the calibre of which 
corresponded to the sie. of the bullet found, 
Inquiries were made, thes atgBritleah Consul. 
General at Canton wasdinforme f the occur- 
rence, and a description of the ‘missing man— 
who is only stightly more than a youth—was
